The IC Staff is to write an annex on the 
anomalies in the laws governing intelligence. 

b. The FBI was requested to prepare the 
annex on counterintelligence, to include a dis- 
cussion of the Huston Plan. 
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c. DIA was assigned responsibility for an 
annex on the intelligence process. 

d. CIA was assigned responsibility for the 
intelligence and secrecy annex. 

e. The IC Staff was assigned the task of 
developing an annex relating to oversight of the 
intelligence activities, i.e., 40 Committee, PFIAB, 

Congress, etc. 

f. The IC Staff was to pull together a chronol- 
ogy of all the previous reviews of intelligence 
activities, including activities of the Murphy Com- 
mission to date.
